Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 4-8 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 and 4-8 is the inclusion of the 
limitations that: during the processing step, selecting the object data, any object data 
not found again being deleted and newly added object data being included; and 
characterizing the object data including a reduction in a respective confidence interval 
after repeated measurements from different positions of the vehicle as data belonging to 
one of the stationary object and the quasi-stationary object. It is these limitations found 
in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination that have not been found, 
taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which make these claims allowable over 
the prior art.
